Supreme Gourt Upholds In-
itiative and Referendum.

NO JURISDICTION IN CASE.

Chief Justice White Reads Unanimous
Decision Declaring Law Made by
Votes of the Pecple to Be Conasti-
tutional—Telephone Company
Must Now Pay Taxes

Whashington, Feb. 20.—The supreme
court of the United States has declined
to declare invalld laws of a soverelgn
state passed through the Initiative and
referendum.

The contention
ef the attorneya for the corporntion
wins that legisiation by the Initintive
and referendum was not a republican
form of gevernment such as ls guar
anteed by the constitution of the Unit
el States, Other questions were rals
od, nmong them that the corporation
had been denied the equnl profection
of the lawa in that tliey were belng
taxed under a law passed by the Initi
ative and ceferendum method, while
most of the pther statutes of Oregon
providing for Imposition of taxes were
pas=ed in the usual way through the
legislature without popular interven
tion, but the main controversy ranged
around the question whether legisia
tion by the Initiative and referendum
Is n republlican form of government.

The supreme court, In Its nnanimons
opinion redd by Chief Justice White
held that the “issues presented In thelr
very essence are and have long since
by this court been definitely determin
ed to be political and governmental and
embrared within the scope of the pow
ers conferred upon congress and not
therefore within the reach of judicial
power. It follows that the case pre
sented Is not within our Jurisdiction®
